A FARMER be¬ 
lieves a blue- 
tongue case in his 
herd was a one- 
off. 

Tests by Govern¬ 
ment vets on AG 
Wright-owned cattle 
grazing near Py- 
moor confirmed one 
case of the virus in 
a Hereford cow. 

The Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra) has 
set up a 20km control 
zone around Pymoor, 
merging the existing 
East Anglia and Peter¬ 
borough zones and bring¬ 
ing more of Cambridge¬ 
shire under restrictions. 
Farmers are not allowed 
to move their animals 
outside the zone, except 
for slaughter 

James Thorp, farm 
manager for Hadden- 
ham-based AG Wright, 
says there have been no 
other positive tests so far 
among the 22-strong herd 
which grazes by the 
Ouse Washes, a flood- 
plain between the New 
and Old Bedford Rivers. 

The cow affected has 
made a full recovery 
from the virus, which is 
spread by midges and 
has killed livestock 
across Europe. 

Mr Thorp said: “The 
situation is that it was in 
an outlying group near 
The Wash. We had the 
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rest of the batch tested - 
we haven’t found any 
more. 

“We do not anticipate 
there will be further 
cases. We are still 
waiting for a few other 
results to come back. 

“It was a very isolated 
case. They are more 
worried about other 
people’s cattle.” 

Mr Thorp told the 
Weekly News that local 
vets were called in after 
the cow was spotted as 
being “off-colour”. Defra 
vets were then called, 
conducting tests on 
Friday and giving the 
positive result on 
Monday 

Mr Thorp said: “It is 
only spread by midges, 
so there is literally 
nothing you can do. We 
are keeping that group 
where they are to keep 
them isolated. I am 
afraid that is all we can 
do.” 

The control zone takes 
in an area stretching 
from Cottenham in the 
south to Outwell, near 
Wisbech, in the north. It 
extends east beyond 
Littleport and west to the 
Ramsey area. 

A spokesman for the 
National Farmers’ Union 
warned that the control 
zone will have an impact 
on Cambridgeshire 
farmers for many 
months. 


He said: “It cuts off 
that part of the country 
in terms of being able to 
move animals. With 
bluetongue, you are look¬ 
ing at long-term restrict¬ 
ions. It could take at 
least 18 months. 

“The big hope is that 
there will be a vaccine 
available by next sum¬ 
mer.” 

The spokesman added 
that farmers who graze 
their animals inside the 
control zone but need to 
take them outside for 
winter will be affected. 
He said: “There are 
possible welfare impli¬ 
cations.” 

Jim Paice, MP for 
South East Cambridge¬ 
shire and shadow 
minister for agriculture 
and rural affairs, said: 
“There are huge prob¬ 
lems for farmers who 
have stock in the wrong 
place and who want to 
move them away to sell 
them. 

“They cannot sell at a 
time of year when the 
stock needs to be sold. It 
is a financial blow.” 

Mr Paice, who himself 
owns a small pedigree 
herd of cattle based 
inside the control zone at 
Fordham, wants the 
Government to act 
quicker on a vaccine. He 
said: “I am very unhappy 
about their very slow 
action to do anything 
about developing a 
strategy of vaccination.

HOLLYWOOD superstar 
Cate Blanchett’s depic¬ 
tion of Queen Elizabeth 
I - shot in Ely and 
Cambridge - had its 
spectacular premiere in 
London. 

Elizabeth: The Golden Age, 
the sequel to the Oscar- 
nominated film Elizabeth, 
opened in London last week 
and goes on general release 
tomorrow. 

It explores the relationship 
between the monarch and 
Walter Raleigh, played by 
Clive Owen, and picks up 15 
years on from the previous 
film. 

Elizabeth finds her rule 
openly challenged by the 
Spanish King Philip II - and 
discovers plots by her cousin, 
Mary Queen of Scots, played 
by Samantha Morton. 

Elizabeth’s trusty adviser, 
Sir Francis Walsingham, 
played by Oscar winner 
Geoffrey Rush, works tire¬ 
lessly to protect her from the 
many plots and conspiracies 
against her. 

The film’s publicity says: “It 
tells the thrilling tale of an era 
- the story of one woman’s 
crusade to control love, crush 
enemies and secure her 
position as a beloved icon of 
the western world.” 

Crews spent several days in 
Cambridge and Ely last year 
shooting the film, directed by 
Shekhar Kapur. 

Ely Cathedral’s 12th Century 
Lady Chapel was transformed

In Cambridge numerous 
scenes took place on the River 
Cam near St John’s College, 
which was used to double as 
buildings from Elizabeth’s 
reign, from 1558 to 1603. 
Hundreds of extras took part 
in the filming. 

Studio filming for the 
Working Title production, the 
company behind top British 
movies such as Four Weddings 
and a Funeral and Love 
Actually, took place at 
Shepperton Studios in 
Middlesex. 

The film had its regional 
charity premiere at The 


Maltings, in Ely, on Sunday. 

The premiere, organised by 
Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC), 
raised thousands for Ely-based 
charity Sue Ryder Care and 
ADeC thanks to the support of 
sponsors Produce Global 
Solutions Ltd, Cutlacks, The 
Atrium Club, FCG, Ely Tool 
Hire, The Beer Cellar, 
Waverley TBS, Kings Ice 
Cream and The Matchams, 
who covered the costs of 
staging the red-carpet affair.

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Teacher emailed pom 
to boy for ‘bit of fim’ 


A DISGRACED foot¬ 
ball league referee and 
former teacher who 
emailed pornographic 
images to a 14-year-old 
pupil said he did it for 
“a bit of fun,” a court 
heard. 

Gary Lewis was sen¬ 
tenced to a three-year 
community order and was 
placed on the sex offenders’ 
register for five years when 
he appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

The court heard how the 
33-year-old admitted email¬ 
ing two images, both 
“extremely graphic” in 
nature, to the boy in May 
this year. 

They were sent after 
Lewis spent five weeks 
chatting to him on the 
internet about sex. 

Lewis worked as head of 
maths at Swavesey Village 
College before he joined 
Comberton Village College. 

The offences occurred on 
May 22 and May 30. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
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said: “He admitted sending 
the images but said he had 
‘done it for a laugh’ and for 
a ‘bit of fun with no harm 
in it’.” 

Lewis, of Lester Drive, 
Haddenham, resigned from 
his post in Comberton after 
he was arrested. 

His position as a Football 
League referee - where he 
officiates in Championship, 
League One and League 
Two games - is also now in 
jeopardy. 

The Football Association 
said Lewis was now banned 
from officiating at matches 
involving players aged 
under 16 but can continue 
refereeing adult games. 

In sentencing the teacher 
of 11 years, Judge Jonathan 
Haworth said: “This order 
inevitably means that you 
cannot be a teacher any 
more and it means that you 
cannot referee boys’ games 
any more. That is the real 
punishment.” 


Lewis previously admit¬ 
ted getting “sexual grati¬ 
fication” from the contact 
with the boy but denied he 
was grooming him. 

The emails had been 
discovered after an investi¬ 
gation promoted by a 
teacher who overheard a 
conversation in the school 
corridor. 

Graham Russell, miti¬ 
gating, said Lewis had 
found it difficult to come to 
terms with his sexuality 
and had “gone through the 
motions in a heterosexual 
relationship”. 

Lewis admitted he knew 
the boy’s age and had 
breached the trust placed in 
him. 

He was also banned from 
working with children and 
initiating private contact 
with under 16s outside of 
work. 

He resigned as chairman 
of the Cambridge and 
District Referees’ Society in 
September.

District Council has 
refused permission. 

David Archer, the 
council’s executive 
director of develop¬ 
ment, said: “The 
council carefully con¬ 
sidered Lidl’s case for 
locating on the edge of 
Ely but remained 
unconvinced that out- 
of-town retailing would 
not harm the vitality 
and viability of the 
centre. 

“The scheme did not 
demonstrate any sig¬ 
nificant improvement 
to this important gate¬ 
way into Ely. 

“The council has 
now commissioned 
consultants to prepare 
the Ely Master Plan 
which will work tow¬ 
ards resolving prop¬ 
osals for future retail¬ 
ing development which 
will primarily focus on 
the city centre.”

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Helping others to 
put on brave face 


Michele Gemelos was born with a birthmark 
covering a large part of her face - but she’s not 
about to hide away from the world. SARAH 
O’MEARA reports 



“DO I identify myself as 
someone with a visible 
difference? Yes,” says 
Michele Gemelos, a 31- 
year-old English teacher 
from Ely. 

“I also identify myself as an 
American now living in England 
working at a University . . . who 
likes chocolate!” 

Michele has given the 
subject of how she looks a lot 
of thought. Born with a 
distinctive birthmark, she has 
never considered surgery or 
tried to hide her visible 
difference. Speaking 
eloquently about her life, she 
makes it clear that how people 
perceive her is often very 
different to how she sees 
herself. 

“At school, I was more 
worried about being seen as a 
geek than having someone say 
something to me about my 
birthmark,” she explains. 

“If you had asked me at 14 
what I wanted to change about 
myself, it would have been 
braces off, followed by contact 
lenses and money to buy the 
clothes I want. 

“People make assumptions. 
They look at me and think: ‘It 
must be so hard.’ Well it might 
be hard, but not for the 
reasons you think.” 

Not that Michele isn’t self- 
conscious - she just prefers to 
focus on other things. 

“People who knew me at 
college would have described 
me as, ‘Michele who worked 
for the newspaper and had a 


radio show’. Not ‘the girl with 
the birthmark.’” 

By working with Changing 
Faces, a UK charity that 
supports and represents 
people who have facial 
disfigurements, Michele is 
now hoping to dispel some 
myths. The organisation 
helps more than 400,000 
children and adults to deal 
with disfigurements. 

Although many of those 
with a “visible difference” will 
find it hard to cope, Michele 
says her upbringing helped to 
give her strength. 

“Of course, I was more of a 
target than other students. 

But instances of name calling 
or bullying were nipped in the 
bud because my parents 
equipped me with 
knowledge. It wasn’t a taboo 
subject at home - and there 
was no ‘let’s cover it up and 
cut her hair this way so no 
one can see it’. I felt really 
comfortable with it.” 

As she hit her teens, 
Michele did begin to find 
other people’s insensitivity 
frustrating. 

“I thought if people had a 
problem with my birthmark 
that was their problem. I was 
bolshy. The only guarantee I 
have that I didn’t go too far is 


that I’m still friends with a lot 
of those people. I think I may 
have been a little self- 
righteous on occasion!” 

Michele has a congenital 
brown nevus (mole) on the 
left side of her face which 
stretches from her eyelid 
across her entire cheek to 
her upper lip. Her family 
never suggested plastic 
surgery, choosing instead to 
learn everything they 
needed to know to support 
her. 

“By the time I was old 
enough to make those kinds 
of decisions, I had already 
had 13 years of living with a 
birthmark. I’d got through all 
the hurdles of going to 
school, creating friendship 
groups and dealing with new 
people. I think I found girls 
were far more difficult to deal 
with then boys; they could be 
much more cruel. 

“I remember once I was 
moaning about wearing 
glasses and one girl said to 
me: ‘What do you care about 
the fact you are wearing 
glasses? It’s not like anyone 
notices.’ And I was like: ‘Well 
I care’. Obviously I was more 
of a target than other 
students, and my parents 
were worried about my being 


bullied, but often they were 
surprised by how I handled 
things. I would come home 
and tell them stories and they 
would say: ‘You said what?”’ 

“I’ve always know that 
hurling abuse is not going to 
get you anywhere. From the 
age of 11 until 18, there were 
plenty of instances when 
someone would shout a 
name at me in the street or in 
a high school corridor and my 
first instinct was to shout 
right back, but the most 
powerful thing you can do is 
just ignore it. You have to 
come up with strategies so 
you can enjoy life.” 

One of these is staring 
back at people who stare. 
“Then they’ll look away.” 


Michele moved to Britain in 
1998 to do graduate work in 
English Literature at Oxford 
University. There she met her 
boyfriend, James, and they 
moved to Ely in July this year. 

The young teacher says it 
never crossed her mind that 
her visible difference would 
make it difficult to fall in love. 

“I was always more 
concerned about finding 
someone who shared my 
beliefs than worried about 
how my birthmark would 
affect things. If a person is 
just interested in a particular 
type of package then they are 
missing out on so many 
things. I genuinely don’t think 
the birthmark bothers James. 

“But then he’s pretty cool. 


He’s also rather chivalrous 
but understands that I don’t 
want him to do anything to 
make my life more difficult. 
Like if we go out I might say 
to him, ‘that’s the 70th time 
that women’s turned to stare 
at me’ and he’ll turn and stare 
back and that always stops 
them. But obviously I want to 
be able to go out where I live, 
so there will be no fighting 
anyone on my behalf. 

“And anyway, I like to 
handle things myself.”

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Notorious crack dealer 
caught in sting is jailed 



NOTORIOUS crack 
dealer Phillip Tim¬ 
mins has been jailed 
after he unwittingly 
supplied drugs to 
undercover police. 

The 37-year-old was a 
prime target for detect¬ 
ives, having established 
himself as the main 
dealer in Ely and Little- 
port. 

Timmins, who boasted 
he couldn’t be caught, 
turned his house into a 
drugs den and sold crack 
and heroin to help fund 
his own addictions. 

Cambridge Crown 
Court heard how Tim¬ 
mins, of Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, was approach¬ 
ed by undercover officers 
and agreed to help them 
buy crack cocaine. 

He co-ordinated the 
supply of four packages, 
with street values of £20- 
£50, with deals taking 
place behind his home or 
in a nearby layby 

Days after the final deal 
in December 2006, police 
arrested Timmins. 

A raid on his home 
uncovered quantities of 
methadone, 150 morphine

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tablets, drugs para¬ 
phernalia and several 
mobile phones. Timmins 
claimed the drugs were 
for “personal use”. 

In court the unemploy¬ 
ed man pleaded guilty to 
one charge of supplying a 
class A drug, five charges 
of possessing class A 
drugs and one of possess¬ 
ing a class C drug. In his 
defence, he claimed he 
was nothing more than a 
middle-man. 

Judge Jonathan 
Haworth told Timmins: 
“In October or November 
2006, the supply of drugs 
in Ely had reached levels 
which prompted a police 
operation. 

“During that couple of 
months, time and time 
again your name came up. 

“You provided a house 
and you provided the 
related facilities a dealer 
needed to operate. 

“I can see no distinction 
in that role between you 
and the dealer.” 

He was sentenced to 
four years and six 
months, of which he will 


serve half. On release, he 
will serve the rest of his 
term on supervision. Tim¬ 
mins has numerous 
convictions, including two 
for burglary. 


Acting Detective Inspec¬ 
tor Alan Page, from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, was 
delighted with the 
sentence. 

Speaking after the 


hearing, he said: “Tim¬ 
mins was the main 
supplier of crack cocaine 
and heroin in Ely and 
Littleport. It took a very 
long time to get this 
conviction and we’re very 
pleased with the result. 

“Timmins was an 
addict himself and would 
deal to help fund his own 
habit but he was making 
money and had a lot of 
contacts in the area. 
Timmins was always 
very confident he 
wouldn’t be convicted. It’s 
one-nil to the police.” 

The conviction is part 
of Operation Kirby, 
Cambridgeshire police’s 
clampdown on the supply 
of drugs in the county. 

Two other men arrest¬ 
ed as part of the 
operation, 36-year-old 
Brian Turner, of Lindon 
Close, Cambridge, and 
Michael Nicell, aged 34, of 
Willow Walk, Cambridge, 
also appeared in court. 

Their cases have been 
adjourned until the week 
commencing November 
19 to allow for a drugs 
dependency assessment.

The Big 1 in 4 Bus took to the road 
last week to mark World Mental Health 
Day, raising awareness that one in 
every four people experiences mental 
health problems.

Cambridge MP David Howarth said 
he hoped the stunt helped to raise the 
profile of mental health services which 
are available in the area. 

He said: “Many excellent local 
organisations were represented on The 
Big 1 in 4 Bus, all providing important 
services and information for people 
with mental health difficulties.

Plea: residents need 
car parking permits 


RESIDENTS are call¬ 
ing for parking permits 
to stop them being 
pushed out of their 
own streets. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is making 
car parks in Ely city centre 
short stay to drive out 
commuters and help shopp¬ 
ers. 

But some residents say the 
shortage of on-street park¬ 
ing means they will have to 
continually move their cars 
between car parks. 

Dozens of residents have 
contacted councillors to 
express their concerns. 

Valerie Bent, who lives in 
Broad Street, said: “It does 
appear that the council has 
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given no thought to the 
predicament of residents. 
Surely it would be possible 
to issue residents with an 
exemption badge from the 
two-hour non-return per¬ 
iod?” 

Mrs Bent was unhappy to 
see an article in the council’s 
magazine on December’s 
new arrangements - which 
she says made no mention of 
how residents will adapt to 
the regime - to be intro¬ 
duced as the council opens a 
£1 million 200-space car park 
in Angel Drove for comm¬ 
uters using Ely station. 

She believes she will have 
to move her car between car 


parks up to three times a day 
She said: “I am prepared to 
pay for a resident’s permit to 
allow me to park and in fact 
don’t agree with the policy of 
not charging for parking - 
where else in the country do 
you not have to pay for 
parking?” 

Coun Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, a member of City of 
Ely Council and chairman of 
the Ely Traders’ Association, 
has successfully pushed for 
permits allowing shopwork- 
ers to park all day and thinks 
residents are likely to be 
given the same allowances. 

She said: “All the way 
along we have been talking 
to councillors taking these 
decisions and saying they 
have to get straight what the 


residents want, as well as 
shopkeepers.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
explained that on-street 
permits are a county 
council, rather than district 
council, matter. 

He said: “We have had a 
number of requests, not just 
from people in Broad Street 
but across Ely to look into a 
parking permit scheme. A 
consultation is taking place 
and we have been speaking 
to the East Cambridgeshire 
Traffic Management Joint 
Committee and other joint 
committees. 

“We are currently looking 
at the feedback we have had 
from these groups.”

Mereham objectors 
fear future ‘disaster’ 


VILLAGERS have 
taken on a multi¬ 
national company to 
speak of the “disaster” 
the Mereham new 
town would wreak on 
their lives. 

Residents of Haddenham 
were out in force last 
Wednesday to object to 
Multiplex Stannifer’s prop¬ 
osed 5,100-home develop¬ 
ment at an independent 
planning inquiry into the 
plans being held in their 
village. 

Objectors ranging from 
GPs to a 17-year-old sixth- 
form student told the 
inquiry that the develop¬ 
ment near Stretham would 
add to congestion on the 
A10, hold up ambulances, 
overload hospitals and 
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surgeries, and cram more 
commuters into already 
packed train services from 
Ely station. 

Ely’s mayor, Coun Ron 
Bradney, had previously 
warned Multiplex that the 
locals are known as Fen 
Tigers and will not accept an 
unwanted town lying down. 

That spirit of independ¬ 
ence saw objectors, some 
wearing “Say No To 
Mereham” T-shirts, chall¬ 
enge a company which last 
year saw a turnover of 
£1.4 billion and made profits 
of £220 million. 

Dr Lydia Hill said: “In 
place of our sense of space 
and peace, which mean so 
much to us, we get a 


sociological disaster driven 
by avarice.” 

She added: “Mereham will 
play hell with our roads. As 
for (Multiplex’s) bus 
schemes - buses do not work 
in heavy traffic.” 

Louise Hill, a 17-year-old 
student at the Perse School 
for Girls in Cambridge, said 
Mereham would be “built 
with even less concern for 
residents than Cambourne”, 
and that its four-storey 
buildings and narrow streets 
would be like “Victorian 
slums”. 

Dr Jan Aniskowicz, a GP 
in Haddenham, said Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust will not be able to 
provide funding for extra 
facilities in addition to the 
four-GP surgery proposed by 
Multiplex. 

He added that Adden- 


brooke’s Hospital is often 
already full to capacity and 
that ambulances will be 
delayed by more congestion 
on the A10. 

Robert Bush, a commuter 
from Ely train station, 
challenged Multiplex for 
citing Mereham’s proximity 
to the station as a positive 
factor. 

He said commuters trav¬ 
elling to Cambridge and 
London already pack all 
available parking spaces 
near Ely station and are 
“crammed in like sardines” 
when they board trains. 

Mr Bush added: “Unsup¬ 
ported and unplanned 
growth is in nobody’s inter¬ 
est but the developer’s.” 

Multiplex will begin its 
case for the development on 
Tuesday 


MP calls for action 
over empty homes 


EMPTY homes should be 
used to fight homelessness in 
a fast-growing area, an MP 
believes. 

Jim Paice wants action in 
East Cambridgeshire after 
uncovering figures showing 
that the number of homeless 
people in the district rose by 
9.3 per cent in 2006, while the 
number of empty homes rose 
by 16 per cent. 

Figures given in answer to 
a written parliamentary 
question by Mr Paice, the MP 
for South East Cambridge¬ 
shire, reveal that 152 people 
were homeless in East 
Cambridgeshire in 2006, with 
911 empty homes. 

Rising house prices in Ely 
and a shortage of affordable 
homes for rent have been 
blamed for the homelessness 
problem. 

Mr Paice said: “Given the 
housing shortage we are 
facing, it is a scandal that 
almost a thousand homes in 
East Cambridgeshire lie 
dormant. 

“Bringing houses back into 
use has a number of benefits 
- it reduces the risk of blight 
to adjacent properties, eases 
the pressure on housing stock 
and minimises the need to 
develop greenfield land. 

“The majority of empty 
homes are privately owned so 
the challenge is for local 


authorities to find the owners 
and encourage them to bring 
their housing stock into use. 

“Clearly there are some 
properties which lie empty 
for a perfectly good reason 
but for others enforcement 
action - where voluntary 
measures fail - may be 
required to bring them into 
use.” 

A nationwide Government 
study of health standards 
released earlier this year 
found East Cambridgeshire 
significantly worse than the 
national average on home¬ 
lessness, blaming the problem 
on spiralling house prices 
sparked by the Cambridge 
boom and a shortage of 
affordable homes for rent. 

Jane Hollingworth, the 
council’s principal housing 
officer, said: “The figure of 
911 empty homes in East 
Cambridgeshire is derived 
mainly from Council Tax 
records. We are looking into 
the accuracy of this figure, as 
it represents almost twice the 
previous year’s figure. 

“The council does have an 
empty homes strategy and 
will shortly be employing a 
new empty homes officer to 
investigate and address this 
serious problem. This will 
ensure those who are 
homeless are able to get a roof 
over their head.”

Rail crossing 
may go if tolls 
introduced 


CONGESTION charging in 
Cambridge would help drivers 
in Ely by removing one of 
Britain’s worst rail crossings. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
has made a southern bypass for Ely a 
key part of the package of county¬ 
wide transport improvements it will 
put to the public in the next few 
months. 

The council wants a bypass for the 
A142 to end the long tailbacks caused 
by a low bridge under the railway 
near Ely station - the third worst 
bridge for vehicle strikes in the 
country - which forces HGVs to queue 
for a level crossing and block other 
traffic. 

The bypass was first mooted in 2003, 
since when estimated costs have risen 
from £15 million to £27 million. 

Prior to the council floating the idea 
of charging for Cambridge, which 
would bring £456 million of Govern¬ 
ment funding for transport improve¬ 
ments in the county, it had warned 
that funding would not be secured 
within the next 10 years. 

Coun John Seaman, chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s environment and transport 
committee, would welcome county 
council investment in a bypass. 

He said: “We have been pressing the 
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council to look at this for some time. 
There is chaos near Ely station. The 
crossing is getting worse and worse. 
The bypass is desperately needed - the 
more Ely grows, the more we need it. 

“As things improve in this area and 
East Anglia, there are more and more 
people moving here and more freight. 
All that involves trains using that 
level crossing - there is no way 
around it.” 

Plans for the bypass are from the 
package shown in the council’s 
countywide transport “roadshow”, 
which includes a stop at Ely’s 
Maltings on February 5 between 3pm 
and 9pm. 

The A142 through Ely carries 15,000 
vehicles each day, eight per cent of 
which are HGVs. 

Earlier this year county and district 
councillors on the East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire Traffic Management Joint 
Area Committee rebelled against 
county council recommendations and 
called for interim measures to address 
the problem, such as providing a 
deeper underpass.

Network rail to 
pay for £9m 
railway bridge 


A £9 million project to 
build a new railway 
bridge is under way. 

Network Rail has been 
forced to pay out after 
a derailed train 
damaged a bridge 
over the River Great 
Ouse south-east of Ely 
station on June 22. 

The company has 
confirmed it will be 
footing the £9 million 
bill. 

Workers from Kier 
Construction are laying 
the foundations for the 


bridge, which is due 
to be installed by 
mid-December. 

A temporary road had 
to be built from the 
A142 across 
marshland to move a 
1,000 tonne crane into 
position to lift off 11 
derailed wagons and 
the old bridge. 

The passenger line 
between Ely and Bury 
St Edmunds is 
expected to reopen 
shortly after the bridge 
is installed. 


Businesses consulted over 
city’s new parking regime 


BUSINESSES are being 
consulted on a parking 
permit scheme for 
workers in a city’s new 
regime. 

With new car parking 
regulations due to come 
into force in Ely on 
December 10, there will 
be early morning 
restrictions on all city 
centre long stay public 
car parks, allowing 
vehicles to park for 90 
minutes between 8am 
and 10am. 


East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
written to businesses in 
the city to find out 
whether a permit 
scheme for companies is 
needed. 

Coun John Seaman, 
chairman of the en¬ 
vironment and trans¬ 
port committee, said: 
“The new car parking 
regime which is to start 
in December is designed 
to meet the needs of 
shoppers, visitors and 


commuters. However, 
we do not want to 
inconvenience those 
who work in the city. 

“We are currently 
collecting responses, 
but would implore 
anyone who received 
the survey to fill it in 
and get it back to us.” 

The results of the 
survey will be reported 
at the environment and 
transport committee on 
November 13.

PEOPLE can have their say on 
plans to introduce congestion 
charging in Cambridge for the 
first time. 

Public consultation on the scheme, 
which could see people charged between 
£3 and £5 for driving in Cambridge 
between 7.30am and 9.30am Monday to 
Friday, is being launched. People living in 
the city as well as those commuting in 
from outside would have to pay. 

A series of 23 roadshows will be run 
between November 13 and February 13 for 
people to express their views on how 
congestion charging could work. 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge 
Science Park, Cowley Road park and ride 
site, The Grafton and Cambridge’s 
Guildhall are among locations where 
people can find out more, and the 
roadshow will be going further afield 
including to Huntingdon, Chatteris, Ely 
and Newmarket. 

There will also be information about 
how Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which is behind the plans, could spend 
£500 million offered by Government for 
transport schemes if congestion charging 
is brought in. 

As part of the consultation, meetings 
are also planned with organisations, 
councils, interest groups and businesses. 

Coun Roy Pegram, cabinet member for 


environment and community services, 
said: “Cambridgeshire is a growing and 
prosperous county that deserves and 
needs a modern, high quality public 
transport system to link communities and 
offer better travel choice. 

“If we do nothing, traffic will grind to a 
halt and air quality will continue to 
deteriorate. That is why we want to hear 
people’s views on our vision of a 
Cambridgeshire served by modern and 
integrated transport systems. 

“Residents’ views will be vital in 
shaping future transport provision in 
Cambridgeshire and roadshows will be 
touring across the county for people to 
have their say.” 

Cambridgeshire County Council has 
submitted a bid for £500 million to invest 


in transport, including new road schemes 
in Cambridge and further afield, for 
example Ely bypass, a new railway station 
at Chesterton, doubling bus services, 
extending park and ride services, and a 
new network of cycle and footpaths in 
Cambridge linking in to new devel¬ 
opments. 

Currently more than 184,000 vehicles 
enter or leave Cambridge every day and 
this will get even worse as around 47,000 
new homes are built in and around the 
city by 2016. The council’s aim is to 
reduce traffic levels in Cambridge by 10 
per cent.

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Petition launch 
to save cinema 


RESIDENTS are defend¬ 
ing their cinema with a 
petition to ask a council to 
reverse controversial 
cuts. 

Members of the public have 
begun a campaign to persuade 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to rethink its decision 
to chop by 40 per cent the grant 
it gives to Arts Development in 
East Cambridgeshire (ADeC), 
which runs Ely’s cinema and art 
gallery as well as organising 
concerts and plays. 

The petition against the decis¬ 
ion to lop £70,000 off the £174,242 
council grant attracted 500 
signatures on its first weekend. 

Lib Dem councillors argue 
that a key survey of the public 
on the best area for savings did 
not make clear that funding for 
ADeC includes the cinema. 

Jane Wilson, ADeC director, 
said: “The petition was started 
by members of the community 
who felt they wanted to demon¬ 
strate that the budget survey

was not actually reflecting how 
people felt about the services 
they are getting.” 

The community services com¬ 
mittee’s decision to cut funding 
has been referred to the internal 
overview and scrutiny commit¬ 
tee by concerned Lib Dem 
councillors and could come back 
for a second vote. 

Coun Anna Bailey, who is on 
the community services com¬ 
mittee and an ADeC trustee who 
controversially voted for the cut, 
says she will not change her 
mind, but will push to reduce 
the cut. 

Earlier she backed a move for 
the cut to be £50,000. 

She told the Weekly News she 
was in discussions with ADeC 
over funding for the cinema. 

She said: “It was the cinema 
that I had the vast majority of 
e-mails about. It was nearly 
always the cinema that people 
were talking about. 


“We may be able to try to 
access funds in a different way” 

The council is inviting private 
bids to run the cinema’s home, 
The Maltings, with no demand 
to bidders that the building be 
used for community purposes. 

Ms Wilson said ADeC would 
consider a bid to run The Malt¬ 
ings and was exploring options 
for funding. 

But she said: “If we don’t bid, 
will there be an opportunity to 
carry on running a cinema in 
that building?” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil said on bidding for The 
Maltings: “It is an open and 
public bidding process. The 
reason why we have not said it 
has to be ‘community use’ is 
because it is incredibly difficult 
to define what ‘community use’ 
is. It doesn’t mean to say we 
don’t want bids for community 
use.” 

The spokesman added that the 
council will be open to any bid 
from ADeC. 



George gets to thank his lifesaver 


A MAN who had a heart 
attack has thanked the 
Magpas first responder 
who saved his life.

100% 
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Mortgages fears as 
property prices fall

HOUSE prices in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have fallen 
for the first time in two 
years. 

The county has taken the 
brunt of the first significant 
fall in property prices across 
the UK, which has sparked 
fears of further drops. 

Figures released by 
housing intelligence busi¬ 
ness Homestart show the 
county is in the grip of a 
house price decline. 

It is described as being 
among the regions - which 
include London and 
Oxfordshire - “most sensit¬ 
ive to the current weakening 
in demand”. 

This is because of prev¬ 
ious spiralling prices, which 
increased by an eye-watering 
20 per cent in Cambridge. 

One Ely estate agent has 
resorted to “sale” signs in its 
shop window in a bid to shift 
property. 

The turndown will send a 
shudder through those who 
have banked on ever-rising 
prices to pay mortgages or to 
fund their old age. 

Thousands of people who 
jumped on the buy-to-let 
bandwagon are now said to 
be ditching their investment, 
fuelling the slump. 

There are 900,000 buy-to-let 
landlords in Britain, but 
with house prices falling and 
interest rates rising people 
have borrowed beyond their 
means. 

Kate Barker, Gordon 
Brown’s adviser on the 
housing market, confirmed 
that the buy-to-let market is 
heading for a slump. 

This month, Cambridge¬ 
shire saw prices drop by 0.3 
per cent after two months of 
stagnation and estate agents 
fear the trend will escalate. 

Rachael Carpenter, a 
negotiator and admin¬ 
istrator for Haart Estate 
Agents in Regent Street, 
said: “I think prices are 
dropping all over the place. 
It’s not just the more 
expensive properties that are 
seeing a fall. We are seeing a 
drop across the board, as are 
other agents in Cambridge. 

“East Anglia is worst hit 
and prices are going down 
across Cambridgeshire. We 
expect prices to drop further 
over the next few months. 
The market is being flooded 
with buy-to-let properties. 
Because of the recent 
increase in mortgage rates, 
people are selling up. 

“Vendors are dropping 
prices in line with what is 
going on in the market. We 
are all hoping to see a drop 
in interest rates next year.” 

John Pocock, managing 
director of Pocock and Shaw 
estate agents, which has 
offices in Cambridge, 
Newmarket and Ely, said: “I 
don’t think there is any 
doubt that property values 
are falling and I think the 
fall is greater than suggested

in this report. 

“But I also think this is a 
necessary correction in 
house prices which were 
increasing by too much. This 
has been driven by the buy- 
to-let market, which is no 
longer economically viable. 

“However, I think the fall 
in prices is a short-term blip. 
Buying property remains a 
good investment.” 

In Ely, prices have also 
dropped from their peak. 
The window of William H 
Brown promises a “sale”, 
with one property marked 
down to £169,000 from a price 
of £179,000 last month. 

David Clark, owner of 
David Clark and Company 
estate agents, said: “It is 
getting a lot quieter and 
prices are needing to be as 
realistic as possible. People 
are having to make their 
prices more attractive in 
order to stimulate some 
interest.” 

Mr Clark estimates that 
the value of an average two- 
bedroom house near Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital is 
now £140,000, compared with 
the £150,000 it might have 
fetched at the peak of the 
market. 

But Mr Clark said: “I do 
not think we have got to the 
stage of prices crashing 


down.” 

The Hometrack survey 
highlighted Cambridge¬ 
shire, London, Oxfordshire 
and Hampshire as among 
the areas registering higher 
falls than the 0.1 per cent 
national average. 

Richard Donnell, Home- 
track’s director of research, 
said: “The fall in prices over 
October is not unexpected. 

“After several months of 
weaker buyer confidence, 
falling levels of demand and 
declining sales volumes, 
prices were bound to be 
affected. 

“We expect further small 
price falls in the months 
ahead, but these are likely to 
remain limited as there 
remains no evidence of any 
increase in the supply of 
homes for sale.” 

The outlook for home- 
owners is set to further 
deteriorate with the wealthy 
starting to lose confidence 
in bricks and mortar as an 
investment, according to 
estate agents Savills. 

A big drop in City bonuses 
used to buy property for 
second-homes has triggered 
fears of price falls in East 
Anglia. 

An International Mone¬ 
tary Fund report said 
Britain’s housing market is 
over valued by as much as 40 
per cent. 

Homestart reported a 6.4 
per cent drop in the number 
of buyers registering 
nationally with estate agents 
this month. 

There was also a 4.8 per 
cent fall in the number of 
sales agreed over the month. 
The average length of time a 
property stays on the market 
rose to 7.4 weeks compared 
to 5.8 weeks in May. 

Mortgages approved for 
people buying a home fell to 
a two-year low in September. 

A total of 102,000 new 
mortgages were approved 


for people moving home, the 
lowest figure since July 2005, 
and well down on the recent 
monthly average of 112,000, 
according to the Bank of 
England. 

The low level of approvals 
adds to growing evidence 
that the property market is 
slowing down in response to 
five interest rate rises in just 
over a year and a fall in 
consumer confidence. 

The Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML) said price 
growth would be just one 
per cent next year. 

Michael Coogan, CML 
director general, said: “We 
now expect a slower 
mortgage market next year, 
although by no means a 
stagnant one. 

“Most borrowers will 
cope, but not everyone will 
escape unharmed from the 
effects of a slower market.” 

However, the decrease in 
prices will be welcomed by 
hundreds of first-time- 
buyers who are being priced 
out of Cambridge. 

Average house prices in 
the city spiralled to nine 
times the average salary of 
£27,146, reaching £246,895. 
The asking price for the 
average city home rocketed 
by £49,489 from £266,314 in 
August 2006 to £315,803 in 
August this year, an increase 
of 18.6 per cent. 

It put the average asking 
price in Cambridge at £74,329 
above the national figure of 
£241,474. 

In Ely, prices were up 
£22,890, or 11.4 per cent, from 
£200,974 to £223,864 in the 
same period. 

The average asking price 
in Huntingdon stood at 
£233,741, up from £213,088 a 
year ago, a hike of £20,653 (9.7 
per cent.) 

For Cambridgeshire, the 
asking price was up £29,669 
(12.5 per cent), from £237,680 
to £267,349 in a year.

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MPs win money game with expenses 


JAMES Paice and Malcolm 
Moss have been revealed as 
the two most expensive MPs 
in Cambridgeshire. 

But they were less costly to the 
public purse than Hertfordshire 
North East’s Oliver Heald and 
Bedfordshire’s Alistair Burt. 

The latest figures for MPs 
expenses, published last week, 
showed Mr Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South-East Tory MP, claimed 
£139,191 in travel, accommodation 
and other expenses on top of his 
£60,00 annual salary 

He came 298th in the list of 645 
MPs while Mr Moss, who 
claimed £137,983, came in at 319.

Mr Heald (194th) claimed £144,115 
and Mr Burt (267th), claimed 
£140,778 for representing Bed¬ 
fordshire North East. 

Cambridgeshire South MP and 
Tory Shadow Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley claimed £135,706, 
David Howarth, Liberal Democrat 
MP for Cambridge claimed £98,709, 
Huntingdon MP Jonathan Djan- 
ogly £135,480 and West Suffolk MP 
Richard Spring £126,522. 

The Parliamentary average claim 
for MPs was £137,850 out of a bill 
of more than £87 million. 

Mr Paice said: “I have a very 


large rural constituency which I 
drive around and repeatedly travel 
to from London. I also spend a lot 
of time going round the country 
as Tory Farming spokesman. I 
also employ a lot of staff - costing 
£87,589 - to represent my voters 
properly” 

Mr Moss, who represents Cam¬ 
bridge North East, defended his 
claims by saying he too served a 
large constituency which involved 
a lot of travel to and from London 
and visiting voters. He added that a 
lot of his claims covered the £86,000 
in staff wages. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown - 
who was still Chancellor during the 
period referred to by the figures - 


claimed a total of £135,525. Mr 
Brown, MP for Kirkcaldy and 
Cowdenbeath claimed £17,017 for 
London accommodation, £9,557 for 
air tickets and £2,812 on postage 
and stationery 

His Tory rival David Cameron - 
who represents Witney in Oxford¬ 
shire, claimed £7,860 more - 
including £20,563 on London 
housing and £12,775 on postage and 
stationery His travel expenses were 
£950 in car mileage and a £20 rail 
fare, but nothing for his bicycle 
riding. 

Former Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, who was in office through the 
period, claimed £97,084. 

The MP with the highest overall 


claim was Shahid Malik, the 
Labour MP for Dewsbury and 
International Development Min¬ 
ister, who claimed £185,421. 

He was followed by Home Office 
Minister Liam Byrne (Birming¬ 
ham Hodge Hill) with £178,116 and 
Labour MP Joan Ryan (Enfield 
North) who claimed £173,691, 
despite representing a London 
constituency 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive 
of pressure group the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said MPs should be 
“ashamed of themselves”. 

He said: “Families are struggling 
to pay higher tax bills whilst MPs 
are spending more and more of our 
money on themselves each year.”

The right wine will win the day 


WHAT should be at the 
top of every Christmas 
host’s priority list? 

Serving a decent wine of 
course. But when you don’t 
know your Merlot from your 
Muscadet selecting the right 
festive tipple can prove 
tricky 

Even if you are something 
of a wine connoisseur, 
deciding when to bring that 
ageing bottle of port up from 
the cellar can be a tough 
task. A treasured red kept 
for a special seasonal toast 
could turn into sorry sour 
grapes if you’ve not stored it 
correctly. 

For wine novices, 
Christmas can often be full 
of anything but good cheer - 
yet more and more of us are 
buying it by the binful. 

More than 13.8 million 
Britons buy at least one 
bottle of wine to keep and 
two million plan to buy or 
build some form of wine 
storage within the next five 
years, according to recent 
research by Standard Life. 

If you’ve been bitten by 
the wine bug then Christmas 
is the ideal time to start your 
own ‘cellar’. From leaving a 
small something out for 
Santa, to serving unexpected 


relatives, not to mention last- 
minute gifts, the right wine 
will oblige if you have plenty 
in stock. 

Before you make some 
buying blunders, stock up on 
basic knowledge and start 
your collection with the help 
of renowned wine writer, 
Tim Atkin. 

He’s put together Spiral 
Cellar’s guide Buy Now, 
Drink Later? with advice on 
buying, storing and drinking 
quality wines. 

“A good cellar should 
include wines for a variety of 
occasions, from a neighbour 
popping in for a quick drink 
to a smart dinner party I try 
to have a selection of ready- 
to-drink wines close at hand, 
as well as wines that are 
maturing.” says Atkin. 

Toast the season with 
some of his helpful hints. 

BUY RIGHT - If you are 
buying to store, Atkin 
recommends snapping up at 
least six bottles of each 
product that takes your 
fancy. That way you can see 
how the wine develops over 
time. 

GIFT ADVICE If you are 

planning to give a bottle as a 
Christmas present then 
consider what would be best 


Get to know your bouquets 


to store, and point out to the 
recipient that you are giving 
them something that will 
keep. You want them to 
savour your gift, not open it 
late into the night in a New 
Year’s Eve blur. 

HOW TO STORE - Storing wine 
is not as simple as you might 
think. Standard Life 
estimates that £3.5 billion 
worth of wine is stored 
incorrectly in the UK. 
Consider the following 
before you stack up your 
new collection in the garage, 
or behind the Christmas 
tree. 

TEMPERATURE - The ideal 
temperature for most wines 
is 12-13C. Try to avoid 
storing your wine where 
temperatures are likely to 
change. Airing cupboards, 
kitchens and attics will age 
your wine prematurely, 
while garages and sheds will 
get too cold during the 
winter months. If you don’t 
have a cellar then a better 
option would be at the back 
of a cupboard, or under the 
stairs. 


HUMIDITY - While humidity 
won’t damage the wine itself 
it can cause labels to go 
mouldy which in turn will 
reduce the market value of 
your wine. A humidity of 
around 70 per cent is about 
right. 

VIBRATIONS - A factor often 
overlooked, vibrations can 
be detrimental to wine 
quality in medium to long¬ 
term storage. One way to 
avoid this is to invest in a 
Eurocave. 

POSITIONING - Be sure to lie 
your bottles down for 
storage. This keeps the corks 
moist and non-porous. It is 
best to go for a good quality 
rack made from wood and 
metal. 

HOW TO SERVE - A well aged 
treasured bottle from the 
cellar is a wonderful way to 
help the Christmas dinner 
go down. But bear in mind 
that the ageing of the wine is 
not all there is to it. The 
correct serving of the 
product is just as important 
to ensure it stays in the best 
possible condition.

ONE of the pop 
world’s top 
choreographers is 
taking a break from 
putting Kylie through 
her paces to bring 
his own dance show 
to Cambridge. 

There are two sides to 
Rafael Bonachela. First is 
his work with some of the 
biggest chart acts in the 
world, creating videos and 
touring stage shows, and 
then there is the more 
cerebral contemporary 
dance pieces which are 
his real passion.

His latest tour, entitled 
Voices, comes to the 
Junction in Cambridge 
next Thursday. The 
evening is made up of two 
contrasting pieces, 
collaborations with 
electronic composer 
Matthew Herbert and 
classical composer 
Luciano Berio. 

“They are two very 
different works but our 
starting point was about 
thinking of the voice as a 
symbol of power and how 
individuals can be 
excluded from the modern 
world through a lack of 
voice. 

“I don’t make work that is 
narrative or explanatory in 
an obvious way. During 
the first half there is a wall 
on stage and it is about 
anywhere where there is a 


wall - it could be Cuba or 
Korea or any place where 
people live with a wall. We 
took the personal 
testimony of a Kurdish 
refugee who lives in 
England and was waiting 
to be deported. We used 
that as part of the 
composition. They 
separated him from his 
wife and he lost her. She 
died and he never saw her 
again.” 

He is aware that while 
such work is certainly 
never going to get the 
same exposure as a world 
tour with a major chart 
star, it is nevertheless very 
rewarding. 

It is his imagination and 
passion for the way the 
human body moves that 
caught the eye of pop 
producers looking to inject 
something a little different 
into the stage shows and 
videos of their performers.

Edmund King, 
speaking at the 
National Transport 
Conference in London, 
suggested that a 
voluntary scheme with 
rewards for early 
adopters, including 
cuts in fuel tax, might 
have greater success. 

“Economists have 
been talking about road 
pricing for more than 
40 years and it always 
seems to be 10 years 
away,” he said. “If the 
Government is serious 
about changing the way 
we pay to travel then a 
fresh approach is 
needed. A voluntary 
scheme that gave 


motorists other 
benefits would be a step 
in the right direction.” 

“No-one is likely to 
buy ‘road pricing’,” 
King continued, “but 
they might be 
interested in 

subscribing to ‘UK 
DriveTime’ as a 
package of solutions 
which incorporates 
services that motorists 
actually want”. 

“Motorists who opt 
into a ‘UK DriveTime’ 
scheme could benefit 
from reduced fuel duty, 
congestion avoidance 
systems, up-to-date 
parking information, 
cheaper insurance and 
e-call technology, which 
pinpoints the car and 
calls the emergency 
services in the event of 
an accident.” 

King also called for a 
more open dialogue 
between the 

government and UK 
motorists. 

The RAC’s own 
research on the topic 
suggests that 60 per 


cent of drivers accept 
the principle that it 
would be fairer to pay 
for the roads according 
to the time spent 
driving in congestion, 
but are worried about 
how this change would 
impact their lives. 

While support for the 
concept of charging 
has seen a slight 
increase during the last 
four years, support for 
any specific application 
of congestion charging 
is starting to wane. 

UK motorists also 
believe that any road 
pricing scheme should 
be socially just, with 58 


per cent agreeing that 
there should be 
protection for those on 
low incomes. When 
asked where finances 
should be reinvested, 
mopre than 50 per cent 
of motorists believe 
that finances should be 
directed straight back 
into the road network 
itself and acceptability 
increases if there are 
equivalent reductions 
in other motoring 
taxes. 

Nine out of 10 do not 
trust the government to 
deliver a fair system 
according to the RAC’s 
research.

all the rear seats as far as possible 
and then allow the remaining 10 
inches or so sit between the front 
passenger and driver. A big plus 
when loading this car is the split 
drop-down tailgate. It has an in¬ 
genious and easy-to-use 
mechanism and is ideal for sitting 
on when changing boots or eating 
your picnic with the huge tailgate 
up to offer shelter from the rain. 

In spite of its size, the C-Crosser 
offers reasonable fuel economy at 
39.2mpg on the combined cycle. The 
fuel gauge - and one or two other 
instruments like temperature - are 
fully digital and you will either like 
them or hate them. A Carminat 
satnav system comes with the car 
and remains awkward to use in 


spite of alleged improvements from 
Carminat. I could find no way of 
putting in a postcode for example. 

There are two specs, the VTR 
Plus and the Exclusive. On the 
Exclusive you get leather seating 
and a TV camera at the rear which 
shows your direction of travel 
when parking via a display screen 
set into the dashboard. 

BASICALLY...

HOW do you, in the name of 
all that is sane, end up 
calling a car a C-Crosser? 

It is on a par with Toyota’s Aygo 
or the Mercedes Vaneo. As names 
they are not pretty, do not roll off 
the tongue and don’t go down well 
at the golf club - but if you go for a 
C-Crosser the name will be the only 
major downside. It is the very fact 
that the rest of the vehicle is so 
sensible, flexible and totally 
adaptable that makes “C-Crosser” 
so squirmingly embarrassing. 

The car is actually based on the 
Mitsubishi Outlander and both 
Citroen and Peugeot bought a slice 
of the Mitsubishi action. Peugeot 
calls its version the 4007 and both 
PSA Group companies are using 
their own 160bhp 2.2-litre turbo 
diesel even though the car is built 
for them in Japan by Mitsubishi. 

If you wish to categorise the C- 
Crosser it forms an SUV or sports 
utility vehicle. Primarily it is 
designed to give excellent perfor-

mance and economy on the public 
road with the ability to negotiate 
muddy tracks and off-road 
territory which is not unduly 
tough. Switching from two wheel 
drive (front) to four wheel drive is 
done simply by rotating a knob but 
don’t expect to negotiate river beds 
or the sides of canyons. A further 
Lock setting ensures maximum 
drive goes to the rear wheels. 

Out on the open road the car is 
surprisingly fast and able to show 
excellent acceleration. It comes 
with a six-speed manual gearbox 
and currently an automatic box is 
not available - a pity really because 
the engine characteristics are 
ideally suited to it. 

The ride is firm but there is little 
roll or lurch. There are three rows 
of seats with an occasional-use 
two-seat bench in row three. To 
provide access to the third row, the 
second row can be folded portfolio- 
style against the back of the front 
seats using levers located by the 
seats. 

In practical terms of space, when 
collecting a Billy bookcase from 
Ikea I found it necessary to lower

WITH winter fast 
approaching, it’s 
important to get 
prepared for the 
imminent change in 
road conditions. 

For many people, 
winter driving can be a 
daunting task: How to 
react if the car skids? 
What essentials do you 
keep with you in the 
event of getting 
stranded? Luckily help is 
at hand. 

The Mercedes-Benz 
World Driving Team has 
the following advice for 
motorists travelling in 
winter conditions: 

How to deal with black ice 

Be aware of areas where 
black ice is most likely to 
form. Flyovers or bridges 
can freeze much faster 
than normal roads, as the 
cold air flows underneath 
the road as well as over 
the top. On a sunny 
morning after an icy 
night, be especially 
careful where trees or 
buildings cast a shadow 
which may leave 
unexpected icy patches. 

If your car begins to 
skid, the way to respond 
will depend on whether 
your car has ESP 
(Electronic Stability 
Programme), ABS (Anti- 
Lock Braking system) or 
neither: 

ESP - standard on 
every Mercedes-Benz - 
continue to steer the car 
in the direction you want 
to go, avoiding any 
obstacles. ESP will apply 
individual brakes and 
adjust the throttle to 
maximise control of the 
car. 

ABS - brake firmly and 
steer in the direction you 
want to go. Most 
importantly, avoid 
steering towards solid 
objects such as trees. 

Neither - steer in the 
same direction as the car 
is skidding. Avoid using 
the brakes until you 
begin to recover steering 
control, then you can 
begin to brake gently 

Clear vision 

Always clear all windows 
of ice and condensation 
before setting off on a 


journey and never drive 
with just a peephole to 
squint through. 

In bright sunshine use 
your visor, or polarising 
sunglasses. 

Snow business 

In snowy conditions, 
where traffic has cleared 
tracks in the snow, stay 
in these for maximum 
grip. But, if there is 
packed snow in the 
tracks, this may have less 
grip than the fresh snow 
either side of the tracks. 
Drive much more slowly 
than normal. 

Change lanes gently, do 
not steer sharply; give 
yourself plenty of room 
and only move the 
steering wheel to a slight 
angle. Be very gentle with 
all controls. 

Ice issues 

On ice or slush, use the 
highest gear possible to 
avoid wheel spin, and 
avoid harsh braking and 
quick acceleration. 

Put the car in a lower 
gear than normal to avoid 
locking the wheels when 
you brake, and allow your 
speed to fall gradually 
with the engine braking. 
If you start to skid, ease 
off the accelerator to 
regain control - do not 
brake suddenly 

Bright lights 

Fog drifts rapidly and can 
engulf you at a second’s 
notice. 

Drive slowly with 
dipped headlights in bad 
weather. In thick fog, turn 
on front and rear fog 
lights so vehicles behind 
can see you clearly (don’t 
forget to turn them off 
when you can see again). 

Less haste, less speed 

Always reduce your speed 
in difficult conditions; 
normal braking distances 
can double or even 
quadruple as a result of 
ice, snow or rain. 

Be especially careful 
where snow is drifting. It 
can be easy to get 
stranded in drifts, which 
may also conceal deep 
ditches or parked 
vehicles. The first thing 
to ask in these extreme 
conditions is: is your 
journey necessary? 


Prepare before every 
journey 

Be prepared - always 
keep items such as warm 
clothes, suitable footwear, 
a charged mobile phone, 
some loose change, warm 
drinks, snacks and 
energy food, blankets or 
sleeping bags, a torch and 
a spade in case you find 
yourself stranded. 

Always aim to keep 
your tank at least three- 
quarters full of fuel. 

Parking advice 

If you have to pull over, 
avoid verges where snow 
may conceal ditches or 
soft ground, and avoid 
stopping on uphill slopes 
where traction is limited. 

Once stationary, do not 
leave your engine 
running continuously. 
Leave it on long enough 
to heat the car up and 
then turn it off again to 
conserve fuel until you 
need to warm up again. 

Leave a longer gap than 
normal. If driving with 
children or pets, leave an 
extra long gap between 
you and the car in front. 

Fitness check 

Make sure your 
windscreen washer fluid 
is topped up with winter 
screen wash and keep a 
bottle of de-icer in the 
house - if your car’s 
frozen shut, de-icer in the 
boot is no use at 
all. Before winter, ensure 
your anti-freeze is topped 
up; all your lights, 
heating and ventilation 
work; and there is plenty 
of tread left on your 
tyres.

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Small MPVs: The best used buys 


BUYER-ADVICE website 
CAP says lots of mums 
write in for advice on small 
people carriers, or MPVs, 
wanting to know which 
motors represent a bargain 
buy. 

The website’s spokesman, Matt 
Tumbridge, says mothers all seem 
to want the same thing from their 
transport - a car that can take up 
to three baby seats across the 
back, has a decent boot for all the 
buggies and essentials, all 
wrapped in a body that is not too 
big, and therefore easy to park. 

And it needs to be affordable on 


a family budget, too. Sadly, says 
Tumbridge, nothing first the bill 
perfectly, but here are the choices: 

■ Citroen Xsara Picasso (2000 on) 

- Arguably the best all-rounder 
here, it is a spacious, yet compact, 
MPV that is excellent value on the 
used market, asserts Tumbridge. 

The Picasso boasts a large boot, 
easy access to the back seats and 
is a doddle to park. 

Most economical model is the 
2.0HDi, which returns 51.4mpg 
overall, and best used buy is any 
Picasso with SX specification. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
recommends 20 buyers’ checks, 
and prices a 2004 1.6 SX, with 


30,000 miles on the clock, at 
around £5,400 from outlets such as 
car supermarkets. 

■ Vauxhall Zafira (1999 on) - These 
are clever and compact, and 
getting cheaper, says Tumbridge. 
It is one of the best medium-sized 
people carriers on the market, 
and, being a Vauxhall, there’s lots 
around at low prices. It is the 
easiest to fit three baby seats in, 
but the boot is not quite as useful 
as that of the Picasso. 

Most economical model is the 
2.0 DTi, which returns 42.8mpg, 
and best used buy is the 2.2 
Elegance. UsedCarExpert.com has 
14 pre-buy checks listed, and 
prices a 2004 1.6 Life version, 
again with 30,000 miles on the 
clock, at around £6,600 at a dealer. 

■ Renault Scenic (1997-2003) - 

There’s plenty of room in a 
Scenic, and they’re cheap to both 
run and buy, advises Tumbridge. It 
may only seat five, but it is very 
practical and the large number in 
the market mean low prices. The 
revised model, from 1999, will be 
the better buy. 

Most economical model is the 
1.9 dTi, returning 49.6 mpg overall, 
and best used buy is the 1.8 Alize. 
UsedCarExpert.com lists 26 
buyers’ checks, and prices a 2003 
1.6 Privilege, with 40,000 miles 
under its belt, at £5,400 from a 
trade outlet.

Careful driving saves far 
more than your money 



EIGHT out of 10 adults say 
they are concerned about 
the environment, yet 
millions of drivers are 
unwittingly damaging their 
green credentials, 

according to research from 
the Post Office. 

A can of de-icer or a jug of 
warm water can instantly clear a 
defrosted windscreen, but this 
winter nearly 20 million cars in 
the UK will be left running to 
defrost the ice, driving up carbon 
emissions. With a little thought, 
the smallest habits can have a big 
environmental effect. 

A heavier car has higher fuel 
consumption and with one in five 
drivers leaving items such as golf 
clubs and prams in the boot, they 
are increasing their emissions 
and their petrol bill. 

When in a rush, sitting at traffic 
lights can be extremely 
frustrating and it’s another area 
drivers are unknowingly 
damaging the environment. 
Nearly 2.5 million drivers stay at 
biting point when sitting at traffic 
lights, without realising they are 
increasing emissions. 

The Energy Saving Trust has 
developed eco-driving tips to help 
reduce carbon emissions and alert 
people to the dangers of bad 
driving habits: 

■ Drive smoothly, avoiding sharp 
acceleration and heavy braking. 
This saves fuel and reduces 


accident rates. 

■ Don’t stay in the same gear for 
too long when accelerating. 

■ Avoid short journeys. 

■ Idling to heat the engine wastes 
fuel and causes rapid engine wear. 

■ Use air conditioning sparingly 
as it significantly increases fuel 
consumption. 

■ Plan your journeys to avoid 


congestion, road works and 
getting lost. 

■ If you’re stuck in a traffic jam, 
switch the engine off if you 
expect to be there for more than a 
minute or two. 

■ The most efficient speed 
depends upon the car in question 
but is typically around 55-65mph. 
Faster speed will greatly increase 
your fuel consumption. 


■ Accessories such as roof racks, 
bike carriers, and roof boxes 
significantly affect your car’s 
aerodynamics and reduce fuel 
efficiency, so remember to remove 
them when not in use. 

■ Check your tyre pressure 
regularly - under-inflated tyres 
are dangerous and can increase 
fuel consumption by up to 3 per 
cent.
